Authorize the Removal of the Infirmary for the 
County of Cork from the Town of Mallow to 
the City of Cork. 



W HEREAS by an Act passed in the Parliament of Ireland Preamble. 

in the Fifth' Year of the Reign of King George the Third, « Gee-S-d-) 
it was provided that the Infirmary for the County of Cork 
should be erected and established in the Town of Mallow; and by 
5 another Act, passed in the said Parliament in the Eleventh and I1&I2G.3. 
Twelfth Years of the said Reign, an Infirmary was established in the 
South Suburbs of the City of Cork, now called “ The South Charitable 
Infirmary t? And whereas the Town of Mallow is found to be an 
inconvenient Situation for the Infirmary, for the County ol Cork, and it 
10 is expedient that the Grand J ury of the said County should be enabled 
to remove the same to the South Charitable Infirmary in the City of 
Cork, or to any other Building to which such last-mentioned Infirmary 
shall be at any Time removed ; Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the 
15 Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Par- 
liament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. It shall be lawful, subject as herein-after provided, for the 
Grand Jurv of the County of Cork, if they shall so think fit, to Cork may 
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Infirmary for rei?0Ve the Infirmai 7 for the County of Cork from the Town of 
the County Mallow to the said South Charitable Infirmary in the City of 
Ma%wto° m Cork \°r to an 7 Other Building to which the said last-mentioned 
the City of Infirmary may be hereafter removed ; aud from and after such 
Cork. Removal it shall be lawful for the Grand Jury of the County 5 
of Cork, from Time to Time, to present such Sums as they are 
now by Law authorized to present for the Infirmary of the said 
County, for the Purpose of establishing, maintaining, and support- 
ing the said South Charitable Infirmary, and also such further Sum, 
not exceeding in the whole the Sum of One thousand Pounds, for 10 
the Purpose of erecting, enlarging, or furnishing any Buildings in- 
tended for the Use of such last-mentioned Infirmary : Provided 
always, that the Sums so presented jn any One Year by the said 
Grand Jury (except the Sum of One thousand Pounds, herein- before 
mentioned) shall not exceed the Sums presented in such Year for 15 
such Purpose by the Town Council of the Borough of Cork ; and pro- 
vided also, that One Half of the Accommodation afforded by the said 
last-mentioned Infirmary shall be for the Use of Patients to be received 
therein from the County of Cork.

2. Upon Presentment being made, as herein provided, for Payment 20 
to the Commissioners for General Control and Correspondence, and 
for superintending and directing the Erection, Establishment, and 
Regulation of Asylums for the Lunatic Poor in Ireland, of the Sum 
of Four hundred and seventy Pounds, being the Amount due to 
the said Commissioners for Rent and Arrears of Rent and Costs 25 
of Maintenance of the Building hereby authorized to be trans- 
ferred, it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant or other . Chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland to order and direct that the 
Building formerly used as the Cork District Lunatic Asylum, and 
the Ground and Soil appertaining thereto, and the several Materials 30 
and Appurtenances, and all Rights, Interests, and Liabilities con- 
nected therewith, shall be transferred to the Trustees of the said South 
Charitable Infirmary, or any Three of them, and their Successors, in 
trust for and to the Uses and Purposes of the said Infirmary for 
the County of Cork, and of the said South Charitable Infirmary, 35 
subject to the Payment of such annual Rents as are payable in 
respect of the said Building and the Ground and Soil appertaining 
thereto ; and it shall be lawful for the Grand Jury of the County of 
Cork at the Assizes which shall be held next after the passing of this 
Act, and for the Town Council of the said Borough at their Present- 40 
meht: Sessions which shall be held next after the Period aforesaid 
and' they are hereby respectively required, to present the said Sum 
of Four hundred and seventy Pounds, to be raised off such County 
and Borough respectively in equal Proportions, without any Appli- 
cation 
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cation to Presentment Sessions • and it shall also be lawful for the 
said Grand Jury of the County of Cork at each subsequent Assizes, 
and the Town Council of the said Borough at each subsequent Pre- 
sentment Sessions, and they are hereby respectively required, to 
5 present from Time to Time, to be raised off such County and 
Borough respectively in equal Proportions, without Application to 
Presentment Sessions, such Sum or Sums of Money as shall be 
necessary for paying such Arrears of Rent, or the Repairs of 
such Building, or such annual Rent, as and when the same may 
10 become due. 

3. I he Removal of the Infirmary for the County of Cork to the Saving 
City of Cork under the Provisions of this Act, or anything in this 
Act contained, shall not extend or be construed to extend to alter or County of

15 the said Infirmary, to any annual Allowance or Stipend under the 17 * 
Provisions of an Act passed in the Parliament of Ireland in the Fifth 5 G-. 3. (I.) 
Year of King George the Third, Chapter Twenty, as the same is c - 20 - 
amended by an Act passed in the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Years of 14 & 15 Viet. 
Her Majesty, Chapter Sixty -eight ; and the same shall from Time to c - 68, 

20 Time be paid to him upon the Certificate of the Secretary of the 
Grand Jury of the County of Cork, stating that the said William 
Gallwey is the Person entitled to such annual Allowance or Stipend 
under the Provisions of the said last-recited Acts and this Act. 
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
